EFFORTS OF EXPERTS 


SOUTH'S COTTON 
WORLD'S. HOPE 


Efforts to Grow Staple in East 
Africa Fail, 


London, March 20.—The report of the 


Government Reports It Is No 
Possible to Destroy the 
Cotton Pest 


Washington, March 20.—The depart- 
ment of agriculture today issued .a re- 
port on the results of recent investiga- 
tions by Special Agent Hunter, of the 
bureau of entomology, giving recommen- 
dations looking to averting damage by 
the boll weevil. . 

The report says the work of the bureau 
of entomology for several years has in- 
dicated that there is not even a remote 
probability that the boll weevil ever will 
be exterminated, and that as a matter of 
fact no injurious insect ever has been ex- 
terminated. ' | 

It says, however, that although the 
very large yields of cotton of former 
times no longer may be possible in the 
region now infested by the boll weevil, 
it is entirely feasible to produce cotton 
at a margin of profit that will compare 
favorably with that resulting from the 
production of most-of:-the staple crops 
of the United States by, following what 
is known as the cultured method. 

This consists of changes and modifica- 
tions of the system of cotton raising, in- 
cluding the destruction of the plants in

Linevtich is Doing All He Can to 
Inrpede the Pursuit of the Jap- 
anese—Russians Know Lit- 
tle of Movements of 
the Japanese. 


St. Petersburg, March 2!, 2:17 a. m.-- 
The latest dispatches from “Manchuria in- 
dicate that the retreat of the Russian 
army is being conducted uneventfully. 
The last few days were unmarked by any 
fighting of a serious nature. Both the 
Russians and the Japanese at this stage 
are probably considering that marching 
js more important than fighting. The 
Russians, howéver, are neglecting no 
precautions to impede pursuit and ham- 
per the constructions of permanent lines 
of supply.

RUSSIANS DESTROYING 
BRIDGES AS THEY FLED. 
Gunshu Pass, March 20.—(Morning.)— 
The last two days have been utterlgs 
without dncident except for the re- 
moval of the censor to Kudzihu pass. 
The Russian rear guard is retreating 


slowly and engaging in occasional] skir- 
mishes. It has now reached a position 
27 miles north of Tie pass. The Japa- 
nese are slowly advancing without press- 
ing the Russians. In the course of 
the retreat the Russians are destroying 
bridges, the railroad roadbed and high- 
ways and carrying off stores and demol- 
ishing buildings and everything not port- 
able.. Reports of a wide turning move- 
ment by the Japanese are no longer be- 
ing received. 

There ia increasing difficulty in se- 
curing reliable information beyond the 
limits within which scouting parties are 
active, on account of the defection of 
many Chinese to the Japanese side. Many 
natives who have been employed as sef- 
vants by Russian officers have run away 
and other consequences of the evacua- 
tion of Mukden are noticeoble in the at- 
titude of the Chinese. 

The troops parted in sadness with Gen- 
eral Kuropatkin, whose labors in snap- 
ing the army are recognized ang who 
was ever attentive to the wants of the 
soldiers In the matter of food, clothing 
and shelter. General Kuropatkin offered 
to remain here as a subordinate to Gen- 
eral Linevitch, and as commander of @ 
corps. 

The Red Cross depot, under the aus- 
pices of Grand Duchess Elizabeth, widow 
of Grand Duke Sergius, is doing excel- 
lent work in providing officers who lost 
their effects in the retreat from Muk- 
den with linen and other necessaries. 


GENERAL LINEVITCH FORCED 
TO DIVIDE HIS ARMY. 
St. Petersburg, March 20, 4:20 p. m.— 
Anxiety regarding the fate of General 
Linevitch’s forces continues, the main 
danger to them being the Japanese col- 
umns which are hurrying northward along 


the great trade route, 20 miles west of. 


parallel) with the line of retreat. The 
heads of these columns were officially 
reported to be passing Fakomen, 20 miles 
north of Tie pass, on Friday. Their ap- 
pearance has hastened the Russian retire- 
ment, which may have now become a race 
to the northward, as once the Russians 
are headed it would be easy for the 
Japanese by a short cut to throw them- 
selves across the line of retreat. 

After leaving Kaiyuan, General Line- 
vitch is believed to have divided his army, 
the main portion clinging to the rail- 
road and the other falling back along the 
Mandarin road, which runs to Kirin, it 
being impossible to leave the latter to 
the Japanese, lest they then be able to 
creep upon the left flank. At the same 
time it is recognized that a separation 
of forces is always attended with the 
danger of giving the enemy an opportuni- 
ty to concentrate and fight the army in 
detail. é' 

Some military men here believe that 
Linevitch wil] try to hold the line from 
Kirin to Changouan, !20 miles north of 
Tie pass. The first corps, composed of 
steady troops from St. Petersburg and 
formerly commanded by General Meyen- 
dorff, is covering the retreat which, the 
war office declares, is proceeding in an 
orderly fashion. Complete detalls of the 
losses at the battle at Mukden are not 
yet available at the war office, but the 
report thus far received indicates that 
120,000 men were killed, wounded or made 
prisoners, and that about 80 fielf guns 
were captured. Almost every siege gun,

Three Shots Were Fired by Boy, All 
Taking Effect—Identity of the 
Would Be Assassin Has 
Not Been Ascer- 
tained. 


Viborg, European Russia, March 20.— 
Governor Miasordoff was shot and seri- 
ously wounded today by a boy whose 
identity has not been ascertained. The 
assassin, who is about fifteen years old, 
obtained’ an entrance to the governor's 
office and fired three times at him, one 
bullet inflicting a serious wound and 
the others slightly wounding the gover- 
nor's legs. The governor’s clerks and 
secretary were unable to stop the would- 
be assassin, who reached the street, 
where, however, he was arrested without 
a struggle. 

The governor's condition is critical. 

Haile From Finland. 

The youth who shot the governor has 
been identified as Matti Hjalmar Hein- 
ikke, ‘who admits that he is a revolu- 
tionist. He hailg from Kurikke parish, in 
the northwestern part of Finland, but 
recently has been living in Stockholm to 
avoid arrest on his hisknown revolution- 
ary ideas. He returned four days ago to 
Finland by way of Tornea, and spent 
three days in Viborg, but declines to re- 
veal his stopping place. Governor 
Miasoredoff has been most energetic in 
the Russification of Finland, and memo- 
rials have been sent to the estate peti- 
tioning for his removal on account Of his 
alleged illegal methods and the general 
conditions in his province, which were

In an address following 
his election, he said that’ the 
presbytery averred that the church

Savannah, Ga., March 20.—Judge Emory 


Bpeer in the United States court today 
confined his charge almost exclusively to 
a discussfOn of the peonage decision hand- 
ed down last week by the supreme court 
of the United States in the case of Clyatt 
from Florida. 

Judge Speer said it may be long before 
that court will have the opportunity to 
render another opinion so vita] to the fu- 
ture of our country. ‘It is salutary to 
the black man, but to the white man it 
is infinitely more so. 

‘*SXs to the labor and liberty of every

citizen it nullifies that vicious principle: 


‘Let him fake who has the power and let, 
It is true that it! 


him keep who can.’ 
Spares members of the negro race from a 
BSlayery to the reckless and the lawless, 
to the degenerate and the unscrupulous; 
@ slavery which compared with that of 
our fathers differs as widlely as our con- 
ceptions of paradise after and before the 
fall of opr first parents. 

“But its emancipation of the white man 
is not less significant. The men guilty of 
peonage, like other slave catchers, !s not 
stopped by any principle of justice to his 
fellow man, whether white or black. 

“It is noticeably true that in a number 
of cases of peonage ready and willing 
witnesses for the government are white 
men, who have been deprived of their 
servants because the modern slave catch- 
er, usually a man of influence and deter- 
mination, himself armed and with armed 
followers, would invade the domain of the 
@mall farmer and by violence, the most 
cruel and intimidation most reckless, take 
therefrom the laborers whose services the 
witness had engaged.”’ 

Judge Speer expressed the opinion that 
petty municipal offenses like walking on 
the grass, spitting on the sidewalk or 
going to sleep in w# depot or loitering on 
the streets, and multitudes of other simi- 
lar offenses, are not crimea for which 
involuntary servitude can be imposed. 

He held that for such an offense to 
sentence and hold a man or child for in- 
voluntary servitude is peonage and that 
the penalty of this statute is applicable 
to the person engaged in its imposition. 

Judge Speer concluded: 

“for myself I do not hesitate to de- 
clare that enforced labor on a local chain- 
gang for any offense not amounting to 
crime is involuntary servitude and peon- 
age in the light of the decision of the 
supreme court of the United States, no 
matter what the state law or municipal 
ordinance on the subject may be. 

“Should the sultan of Morocco or Abdul 
Hamid at Constantinople consign to an 
Oriental chaingang American citizens for 
euch trivialities as are thus daily punish- 
ed here, before the sun went down the 
eteel-clad battle ships of the union 
would be speeding o’er mountain waves 
of ocean to demand redress for the in- 
jury or ta avenge the wrong. Let but 
peonage be fastened on our system and 
@ll may soon, with Rienzi, exclaim: 

‘We are slaves, the bright sun rises 
to its course and lights a race of slaves;

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GEORGIA MARBLE 
THEIR MISSION 


Washingtonians Inspect Empire 
Stale Marble Quarries 


Harry West and Colonel Biddle Visit 
Nelson and Tate and Are Great- 
ly Pleased—Appropriation of 
$2,000,000 for New 
Marble Building. 


There arrived in Atlanta last night 
Harry West, of Washington, D. UL., 
whose reputation as managing editor of 
The Washington Post and presidcnt of 
the Gridiron Club {is national, and Coio- 
re] John Biddle, of the United States 
army. Both of these gentlemen came to 
Georgia for the purpose of learning what 
kind of marble is to be found in this 
state. Both gentlemen are with Com- 
missioner McCormick, looking at differ- 
ent kinds of marble for the construction 
of a municipal building for the District 
of Columbia, but Commissioner McCor- 
mick was unable to be a member of the 
party yesterday. 

This new building which is to be 
raised for the district has already been 
provided for by an apprapriation of $500,- 
COO tfor the real estate and an appropria- 
tion of $1,500,000 for the building, 
which was later raised to $2,000,000. 
As the kind of marble used will be at 
the recommendation of the three gentle- 
men named atove, they are” looking’ 
around for the very best that can D&G 
procured. Both gentlemen had already 
visited Savannah and inspected the new 
puostoffice there. TNen they stated that 
they wanted to inspect the marble in the 
quaries. It was even suggested that, 
perhaps, the supply was running short in 
Georgia, although this report was not 
vificial. The Corcoran art gallery, 
Washington, is another building of Geor- 
gis. marble. 

Yesterday, the two gentlemen, with 
Howell Peeples, commercial agent, repre- 
senting the Southern railway, visited the 
big quarries at Nelson and Tate, and ad- 
mitted that enough marble was :eft to 
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Nashville, Tenn., March 20.—Late this 
afternoon the lower house of the state 
legislature, by vote of 56 to 28, passed 
the Rice-Ligon bill, which prohibits bet- 
ting on horse races in Tennessee. The 
bill originated in the senate, and now 
goes to the governor. It ig expected to 
reach the executive office on Friday, a 
motion to reconsider ang enrollment caus- 
ing the delay. In the meantime Gover- 
nor Frazier, to be eected United States 
senator tomorrow, will have retired, John 
I. Cox, speaker of the senate, succeeding 
to the governorship. Mr. Cox voted for 
the bill in the senate, and it ig conceded 
he will sign the measure as goon as it 
reaches him. The bill goes into effect 
December |, 1905, and makes it a mis- 
demeanor, punishable by a: fine of $25 
in each case, to bet on a horse race in 
the stte. 

lt also repeals all Jaws permitting bet- 
ting on licensed race tracks in Tennes- 
see 

In their fight against the bill the race 
track Interests have advanced the argu- 
ments that itg passage would kill horse 
racing in the state, and it is generally ex- 
pected that the spring meeting at Nash- 
ville and spring and fall meetings at 
Memphis will mark the close of racIng in 
the state. 

The fight over the question has been 
the most bitterly contested one known 
in a Tennessee legislature since that over 
the famous “Peeler bill,” in !901. To- 
day’s action was taken after a long and 
vigorous debate, listened to by crowded 
galleries, 

The announcement of the vote was re- 
ceived by prolonged applause, both from 
the galleries and on the floor of the 
house,

“Congress has adjourned, and no legisia- 
tion has been passed in respect to railway 
regulation. 

“The discussion of the subject, which 
has been brought about has had a good 
effect, however, and hasty and I!!]-digested 
legislation has heen avoided. The press 
and the public at Jarge are manifesting a 
disposition to consider more thoroughly 
the numerous and complex phases of ques- 
tions involved before making up a final 
verdict as to what is practicable and besé. 
This is particularly true in respect to the 
vital difference between the making of 
rates for the future and the elimination 
and correction of abuses which are con- 


interests. 

“If effective results are to be accom- 
plished, these two subjects must be con- 
sidered separately. hey are as wide 
apart as the two poles. and apparently 
this is becoming better understood. 

“There can be no differences of opinion 
as to the desirability of eradicating all 
such abuses as secure rebates, private 
agreements or discriminatory allowances 
to any shippers. 

“The existence of such abuses, however, 
has been much exaggerated. 

‘Their prevalence seems to be taken for 
granted, without investigation, and with- 
out specific statement of where they are 
to be ‘found. 

‘“Phis is one of the evidences that con- 
clusions have apparently been reached in 
the public mind without a thorough ex- 
amination and analysis of the subfect. 
The Elkins law, aimed especially at these 
abuses, and providing summary methods 
of procedure by the commission and be- 
fore the courts, was passed in February, 
1903, and there have been many pro- 
nouncements by the commission and oth- 
ers, not only that the legislation was all 
that was necessary for its purposes, but 
that it has been effective in accomplish- 
ing results. It is neverthéless true thag 
not a single indictment has been found, 
or conviction had, under the terms of that 
statute. One of two things must, there- 
fore, be true. Fither the abuses do not 
exist to any considerable extent, or the 
existing remedies are not applied. 

“The fact is, such abuses are the ex- 
ception and not the rile, and in large sec- 
tions of the country they do not exist at 
all. There appears now to be a larger 
recognition of this condition, and such 
recognition must continue to grow in the 
public mind as the subject is more fully 
discussed and becomes better understood. 

“Tf additional legislation ts required to 
still further protect against such abuses 
as do exist, or to correct unjust discrim- 
inations, in any form, the inquiry upon 
the part of the senate committee under 
the Kean resolution will establish the 
and probably suggest the wisest 
and best way of dealing with the ques- 
tions. 

“Tf this is done, 
considered legislative 
proposed with the purpose of effectively 
remedying such evils as s . be found to 
exist, but without an incongruous and 
unnecessary assumption of practical ad- 
ministration over railway revenues, then 
I am sure railway managers will pe in 
hearty accord with its support.

SLEET FELL YESTERDAY.

Covered Space of Fifty Feet and Only 
Very Few Saw 
It. 

There was sleet yesterday. 

This will be news to the thousands of 
people who roamed the streets from 
morning until night, and said not a word 
and saw not a thing which would indi- 
cate, in the least, that the same awful 
monster which had blocked the thorough- 
fares, clogged the wheels of factories, 
and stopped commerce for a week not so 
very long back, had returned. 

However, the sleet was of a different and 
altogether milder kind. It happened this 
way: 

Yesterday about noon, while everything, 
climatically speaking, was as calm and 
pleasant as you please, a rushing, swish- 
ing noise was heard on Whitehall street 
near the viaduct. Nothing was thought

The only objections 
come from individuals—the relics of the 
old plantation aristocracy, who still ad- 
here to the doctrine that it is unwomanly 
for a woman to earn wages. At one time, 
even within the life of the present gen- 
eration, it was difficult for a woman to 
obtain emplyoment in Alabama, but mod- 
ern ideas prevail pretty generally through- 
out the state now. You find women in 
the shops, stores and offices, pursuing the 
same vocations as their sisters in the 
north, and they lose no caste—public senti- 
ment sustains them.

Southern 
men, for generations, had been bred 
with the idea dominant in their 
minds that commercia] work for wo- 
men verged on sacrilege, and the in- 
herited prejudice was slow in dying.

E EXECUTIONS ISSUED — 


-- AGAINST GEORGIA ROAD 


Levy for Augusta and Richmond County Taxes to 


be Made in Atlanta---Railroads Silent About 


Rates---State Capitol Gossip. 


T the request of Hon. Boykin | 
A Wright, of Augusta, attogney for 

Richmond county and the city ot 
Augusta, in the matter of the collection 
of city ang county taxes on 15,000 shares 
of the capita] stock of the Western Rail- 
way of Alabama, owned by *the Georgia 
Railroad and Banking Company, Comp- 
troller General W. A. Wright yesterday 
issued executions against the Georgia 
railroad for these taxes aggregating the 
total sum of $360,347.50. 

Of the total amount, $239,942.50 is 
claimed by the city of Augusta as taxes 
since 1891 when the law permitting cities 
and towns to tax railroad property be- 
came effective. Richmond county claims 
$120,405 in taxes since 1890. These taxes 
the Georgia railroad, through President 
JacopB Phinizy, has refused to pay. 

Mr. right stated it was the desire of 
the city ang county to push these claims 
at once and to get a settlement of the 
matter a® soon as possible. 

In accordance with Mr. Wright's re- 
quest, these executions will be placed in 
the hands of Sheriff Nelms, of Fulton 
county, and levy will be made upon 
property here instead of in Richmond 
county. 

The reason for this is understood to be 
a desire to have al] the inigauun vvet 
these taxes consolidated as nearly as 
possible and disposeg of practically at 
the same time. Levy has already been 
made under executions for state taxes 
on this same stock, amounting to $125,- 
974 and there is a sult for injunction 
mow pending before Judge Lumpkin in 
Fulton superior eourt, brought by the 
Georgia Railroad Company to prevent 
their collection. This suft and a similar 
suit brought by the Centra] of Georgia 
Railway Company to prevent the collec- 
tion of taxes on a like amount of the 
Same stock, are set for a hearing before 
Judge Lumpkin on April 3. The hearing 
wil] probably oc@tpy several days. 

If the levy for taxes claimed by Au- 
gusta and Richmond county is also made 
here, the litigation which will come to 
test the right to collect them, will, of 
course, be instituted in the same court. 
This will, to a certain extent, consoli- 
date al] the litigation on the subject and 
| enable the courts to practically dispose 
| of it in one hearing. 

Comptroller General Wright finished 
making out the executions yesterday, a 
separate execution being made ,for the 
taxes for each year, and wil! place them 
in the hands of Sheriff Nelms today.
